available through the Indian Health Service;

the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services, Bemidji Area Indian Health
Service, has announced an award for the Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa
Indians Health Program for fiscal year 2009 Tribal Medical Equipment Funds of
$16,325 for renovation of dental registration and installation of handicap door
access.
